OOS81P OF THE TURF. 

From Chicago comaa an intarTiew with Mr. 
Corrigan, stating that the lagleaide track ia 
Boon to be opened. Thia baa been the rnmor 
here for aaveral weeks. In fact, a force of man 
ia now at work at the handsome track, near the 
ocean, repainting the bnildinga, fixing np fencaa 
and making thinga ready. 

A poaitive annonncement of the reopening, 
hewever, ia somewhat premature. In order to 
permit of this being done, an order wonld have 
to be passed by the snperTiaora repealing the 
ordinance of the last board, under which the 
track waa forced to close. 

Aa yet there ia no indication that thia is to be 
done. In fact, it was but last Monday that 
Superyiacr Tobin introduced an order prohibit- 
ing bone racing, dog racaa and priae fighting; 
in fact, the public aelliag of poola of whatever 
nature. Thia order was passed to print, and on 
Monday next, with the mayor’s signature, will 
become a law. Just how Ingleaide or any other 
track can conduct operations with this new 
ordinance, and the old one, too, on the books, it 
ia difficult to see. Besides, aside from the stab- 
ling conveniences, Tanforan is just as good aa 
Ingleaide. 

Another statement credited to Mr. Corrigan, 
but which be nrobabiy did not make, is that in 
the event of Icglaside opening, the three tracks 
would share the dates. Under the present 
agreement this is not i>OBsible. Oakland is en- 
r titled to half the time, and Tanforau or Ingle- 
aide to the other half.— Ban Francisco Exam- 
iner.

High Order, He 
has been highly tried and has shown his owners 
sufficient speed to cause them to engage him 
heavily in the eastern stake events. The luck 
of Eastin & Lartbie has become proverbial. 
Each year they have ebown up with a craek-a- 
jack two-year-old. 

With the meeting at the Fair Grounds half 
over, and the end aot far off, owners and train- 
ers are ccmmencing to look about and make 
plans for the ccming esason. There are some 
25 0 owners here from all sections, and when they 
leave they will scatter all over the country. The 
easterners will, with but few exceptions, ship 
direct to Washington, where the Bennings meet- 
ing opens a week after the Crescent City Jockey 
Club closes its gates. The majority will, of 
course, ship direct to Memphis and dodge the 
Little Beck game. Some will go to Chicago, 
others to St. Louis, ‘while the gathering from 
Texas will be content to remain in the south 
and take in the bush meetings. As a matter of 
fact, horses that are raced all winter are only fit 
for the bush game. Thera are seme that can 
, win on any track, but they can be counted on 
one’s fingers. The majority are bounds, and by 
the time the meeting is over they are jaded and 
nil out from the constant racing and pounding 



over the track when it is hard and the tearing 
they gat when it ia heavy.— New Orleans 
Picayune.

Probably one of the stroagoat stables in the 
east this season will be that of M. Murphy of 
Pniladelpbia, which will be trained by W. M. 
Rogers. At present the stable is located near 
Elkton, Md„ but the string will soon bs removed 
to the Clason Farm, near Monmouth Park, 
N. J,, which was recently purchased by Mr. 
Murphy. This gentleman has just bought the 
good race horses Richard J. and Our Gertie 
from Mr, Rogers. Richard J. showed himself a 
good handicap horse last year, although he only 
started a few times late in the season. He is a 
horse of wonderful speed and is a great st:etch 
runner. Oar Gertie was a disappointment sev- 
eral times to racegr ers, but this waa probably 
on aceonnt of her hard campaign ia the West. 
She finally redeemed herself at the end of the 
season by winning at Aquednet, and i s nn- 
donbtedly a high-class mare. In the stable also 
is the good horse Rafaello, who beat some of 
tbe best at Morris Park dnru g the fall meeting. 
These are the stars of tbe stable, provided 
always that some of the two-year-olds do not 
come on and beat their record. A wall bred lot 
they are, and uederMr. Rogers’ careful hand- 
ling they may be expected to show the bast 
that they are capable of at some time during 
the season. 

Richard J., Onr Gertie, Rafaello, Yoang 
Dixon and Kensingt-m represent tbe aged divi- 
sion, aud they are all speedy and look like 
giving a good account of themselves in any 
sprinting company. 

In the three-year-old division are San Cecilia, 
Sir Money Bags, Cyrano, Tizaoncina (full sister 
to Algol), M. M.and Rocklight. All are doing 
well and several are winners and have a good 
chance to score brackets this year.
